The Supreme Court of Illinois has denied the 
petition of certain laboratory owners to review its 
decision upholding the Dental Practice Act. The 
laboratory group, in turn, petitioned for a stay of 
mandate pending an appeal of its case to the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court. This was granted. 

Although we believe the Supreme Court will up- 
hold the Illinois Dental Practice Act, we are sure 
it will cost money to fight the case in Washington. 
It will also cost money to enjoin each advertising 
laboratory practicing dentistry, and, if another 
bill similar to House Bill 1118 is introduced in the 
next session of the legislature, it will call for an 
additional expenditure of money by our Society. 

So as not to diminish our accomplishments to date, I have recommended in 
my President’s Address at the Annual Meeting that the Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety “seriously consider assessing each member $10.00 per year (to be voted on 
each year at the annual business meeting), as long as the need exists.” 

For once, let’s have enough money to fight the illegal practice of dentistry 
wherever it crops up . . . just as soon as it begins. If we stop these laboratories 
before they build up their clientele, we will be able to save both the time and 
costs of trying to stamp them out after they have become large, well-established 
organizations with tremendous financial backing for illegal legislative purposes.

I was pleased to receive and accept an invitation to attend the Midwest Con- 
gress for Dental Technicians on May 25-26-27 at the Hilton Hotel in Chicago, 
sponsored by the Illinois Dental Laboratory Association and its components. It 
is unbelievable that this Association, with less than 200 members, could put on 
such a fine educational program. Just think what they could accomplish if all 
ethical dental laboratories in Illinois belonged to this Association. 

Today we need unity as never before. We must work together to overcome 
those forces that would destroy dentistry and the ethical dental laboratories. 
In a recent pamphlet sent to the members of the dental profession by a non- 
member of the Illinois Dental Laboratory Association, the following appeared: 

Organized Dentistry does not know, understand and appreciate its 
own dental laboratories . . . 
And it continues: 
There is no valid reason why dentistry and dental laboratories should 
not work together as a team. 

This author should join the Illinois Dental Laboratory Association and learn 
how organized dentistry and the ethical dental laboratories are working together. 
It is he that should learn to cooperate with his fellow craftsmen, rather than 
pick up his marbles and go home and pout. 
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Operation Alert—July ‘56: 


preparedness to be tested by civil defense

State and local Illinois Civil Defense organizations will participate in a 3rd 
annual nationwide “Operation Alert” to test the capabilities of our home de- 
fense, during July, 1956. 

Advance details on this CD Test Exercise, involving mock nuclear attacks on 
our nation’s target cities, have been given by General Robert M. Woodward, 
State CD Director: 


All state-approved CD corps are expected to participate. 


Public participtaion will be encouraged, and a majority of commu- 
nity activities will be slated for the weekend. 


Varied size weapons will be used, including megaton H-bombs with 
millions of tons of TINT in energy release equivalent. 


All Illinois target cities will be threatened with “assaults,” although 
they may not be “hit.” These are Chicago, East St. Louis, Rock Island, 
Rockford, Decatur, Springfield, and Peoria. 


Reviewing last year’s test, General Woodward mentioned that the two small 
mock ‘“H-bomb blasts” which, in theory, rocked Chicago and East St. Louis, 
June 15, 1955, would have caused 1 million casualties and $26 billion in pro- 
perty loss had they been real. Food stocks were reduced to a slim seven-day 
reserve, evidencing need for emergency stockpiling around the State. 

General Woodward stated that, with revised plans and communications 
throughout Illinois’ CD network, he anticipated “Operation Alert, 1956” will 
find the State better prepared to face the challenges of nuclear attack. 

He added that, ‘‘Periodic tests like this have the advantage of uncovering var- 
ious problems which the State would face in an actual attack and enable us 
to reach some pre-disaster solutions.” 

All Illinois dentists, because of the unique role they would play in an emer- 
gency situation, are urged to take active part in “Operation Alert.” If this is not 
possible, they should at least take an active interest in the exercises attending 
the mock nuclear attacks, and try to take a more active part in future Civil 
Defense work.

Dr. Baralt, 38, was born and educat- 
ed in Philadelphia. He took his pre- 
dental training at St. Joseph’s College, 
and received his D.D.S. degree from 
Temple University in 1942. He was on 
the faculty at Temple prior to being 
named Loyola’s dean in May, 1950. 
His father is a prominent Puerto Rican 
dentist. 

During his six years at Loyola, Dr. 
Baralt established a graduate program 





in dental education and developed a 
strong alumni organization. 

Dr. Rapp, 39, has done considerable 
research in dentistry. Among his de- 
velopments are Chloresium toothpaste, 
a dentifrice containing chlorophyll; 
Topacaine, a topical anaesthetic which 
is applied to the dentine, eliminating 
the use of the needle during drilling; 
Benzylog, a sulfa compound used for 
the sterilization of root canals; and Al- 
genic Acid, a sea weed derivative used 
to stop bleeding. Originally intended 
for use after tooth extractions, this 
acid has proved extremely valuable in 
major surgery, particularly brain oper- 
ations. 

Dr. Rapp joined Loyola’s faculty in 
1943 after receiving his Ph.D. from 
Northwestern University. A native of 
Herrenalb, Germany, he came to the 
U. S. at the age of nine and attended

you desire. 

Last year there was a disagreement 
as to the manner in which the annual 
business meeting was conducted. Fre- 
quently something constructive devel- 
ops from an apparently hopeless and 
disagreeable situation, because, in this 
case, it necessitated the retaining of 
competent legal services to learn just 
what the Illinois State Dental Society’s 
position is, as a corporation not for 
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profit, under the Illinois statute. The 
legal opinion upheld the action of the 
presiding officer, and now I can firmly 
state that proxies will not be recognized 
at the annual business meeting. 

It was also learned that our charter 
lapsed in 1891, and since that time we 
have continued to operate as a de facto 
corporation, with all the privileges of 
a corporation not for profit. Our So- 
ciety has operated successfully for over 
ninety years under the present status, 
and we propose to continue this way, 
unless the membership rules otherwise. 

The recent decision of the Illinois 
Supreme Court culminated the six 
years of effort by the Chicago Dental 
Society to uphold the Dental Practice 
Act. This decision continues to protect 
the dental health of the citizens of 
Illinois. It is regretable that, because 
of its limited funds, the Illinois State 
Dental Society could not assist more 
fully in this program. On behalf of this 
Society, I wish to commend highly those 
individuals who were instrumental in 
any way whatsoever in securing this 
decision. 

Those laboratories involved have re- 
quested a review of this decision, and 
a ruling should be rendered this 
month. If the decision stands, and I 
firmly believe that it will, it will prove 
that the Dental Practice Act is an ex- 
cellent instrument, and should not be 
amended. All of our legal advisors are 
in agreement with this. The decision 
only enjoins some of the many such 
laboratories now operating, and it will 
be necessary to bring civil suit against 
each one continuing to operate. 

Since it was necessary to have im- 
mediate action on the legal problems 
involved, and the Department of Reg- 
istration and Education was not pre- 
pared to cope with the situation, it fell 
upon organized dentistry in Illinois to 
assume the responsibility for the pro- 
tection of the dental health of its citi- 
zens. It is hoped that the Department 
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of Registration and Education will as- 
sume its responsibility in the near 
future. 

This legal victory, obtained by the 
Illinois State Dental Society and the 
Chicago Dental Society, is also a victory 
to dentistry on a national scale. The 
assumption of so great a task by the 
local societies, has caused a serious 
drain on their treasuries, over and 
above their normal budget. In order to 
carry on, and not waste their past ef- 
forts, it will require additional finan- 
cial aid. 

Because of this situation, I recom- 
mend that this Society, seriously con- 
sider the necessity of assessing each 
member $10.00, to secure sufficient 
funds to be placed in a special account 
earmarked for legal and legislative 
purposes, and that this assessment be 
voted on, at each annual meeting of 
this Society, as long as the need exists. 

The Public Policy Committee, with 
Dr. James Donelan as its able chair- 
man, will have considerable work for 
the remainder of this year. The Execu- 
tive Council has requested his Commit- 
tee to prepare plans and retain legal 
council to defeat any adverse bill intro- 
duced in the next legislature which 
would jeopardize the dental health of 
the citizens of Illinois. (We must be 
prepared for any eventuality.) It is 
only natural to conclude that the in- 
terested group may again propose simi- 
lar legislation. 

The Executive Council has also re- 
quested the Public Policy Committee 
to study the legislation necessary to de- 
velop an enabling act for “group dental 
health care program” and direct pay- 
ment to dentists by Blue Shield. 

It was with great regret that the Ex- 
ecutive Council received and accepted 
the resignation of our competent edi- 
tor, who has served faithfully and effi- 
ciently for over thirteen years. It is a 
great loss, because under his leadership 
the JouRNAL has become an outstand- 








ing dental publication. I had hoped to 
announce his successor at this time, but 
the Executive Council has not com- 
pleted its canvass of available appli- 
cants. Our present editor, Bill Schoen, 
has generously agreed to remain until 
his successor has been elected. The So- 
ciety wishes to thank him for his very 
excellent services. 

For years, we, as dentists, have 
played with internal politics in our 
own organization. Now we are faced 
with political situations outside of our 
organization, which tend to upset all 
things we have looked upon as secure 
and stable within the ethical standards 
of dentistry. 

We are being attacked by antagon- 
istic forces through legislative (politi- 
cal) channels, where the lay politician 
can have, or be given, the power to up- 
set the code of ethics of our profession 
and reduce it to a position which may 
endanger the health and welfare of the 
people. This may not be the intent of 
the law makers, but is due to a lack of 
contact between these men and mem- 
bers of the profession. This lack of 
contact results from our neglect in ad- 
vising these politicians, because it in- 
volves too much work. It behooves all 
of us to render the necessary effort to 
a campaign to assure the election of 
men to political office who understand 
dental problems, and who have the 
best interest of the people at heart. 

Can we seriously and conscientiously 
do justice to our profession, and duty 
to the Constitution of the United 
States, unless we vote, and see to it that 
the men to be voted for are qualified 
to protect intelligently the health pro- 
fessions, which in turn protect the 
health of the people of the common- 
wealth and of the state. 

Regardless of your political affilia- 
tions, you, as members of this Society, 
should not let partisan politics sway 


your judgment from voting for men 
whom you know are sympathetic to our 
problems. There is no danger to you in 
voicing your intentions as individuals, 
but we all realize that we cannot, as a 
group, engage in political lobbying. I 
repeat, therefore, that it is important 
you know all these things, as well as 
the men and women for whom you 
vote. 

One of the unpleasant facts of life 
is the continuing cold war. Preparation 
for the care of mass casualties in the 
event of a nuclear attack is, unfortun- 
ately, a very real necessity. As you 
know, the Federal Civil Defense Ad- 
ministration has called on the dental 
profession to take a key roll in dis- 
aster programs. 

The Northwest District is the only 
one of the seven districts which has re- 
sponded to the call and conducted a 
course in civil defense for its members. 
Recently, the Civil Defense Committee 
of the Chicago Dental Society mailed 
literature on atomic warfare training 
programs to its members. I hope that 
they, and the remaining five districts, 
will soon start their training programs. 

I would like to emphasize the im- 
portance of much more extensive par- 
ticipation by members of our profes- 
sion in civil defense programs on every 
level, particularly community and 
state. 

Our civil defense chairman, Dr. Cart- 
wright, has graciously volunteered his 
aid in helping to get this vital program 
started in each district. I hope you will 
all call on him. 

I have mentioned just a few of the 
major problems which are confronting 
your officers and Executive Council at 
the present time. It will be necessary 
to have your support, in order that our 
Society can continue to function as one 
of the outstanding societies in this 
great nation.

Art- 
icle III, Section 4, to read as follows: 


The Judicial Committee shall con- 
sist of five members, whose duties it 
shall be to receive all applications 
for charters from local societies, and 
refer same with recommendations to 
the Executive Council. It shall con- 
sider all recommendations for hon- 
orary or corresponding membership 
and refer same to the Executive 
Council. Any dispute arising be- 
tween an applicant for membership 
and a component society, that is 
appealed, shall be considered by the 
Judicial Committee and referred by 
them, with recommendations, to the 
Executive Council. 

The Judicial Committee shall con- 
sider any appeal from the action of 
a component society in case of al- 
leged infraction of the Code of 
Ethics by one of its members and 
refer same with recommendations to 
the Executive Council.

The Research Committee shall 
consist of five or more members, in- 
cluding one from each of the three 
dental schools in Chicago, and two 
dentists engaged in private practice. 
It shall be the duty of this commit- 
tee to evaluate the latest scientific 
developments in dentistry and make 
information on_ research findings 
more readily available to the mem- 
bers of the Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety.

Dr. CLopprer: Article III, Section 26.

If a member shows lack of interest 
and unwillingness to cooperate with 
the activities of the comngittee, it 
shall be the prerogative of the pres- 
ident to ask for his resignation. 


I move the adoption of this resolu- 
tion. 


Dr. STARSHAK: Do I hear a second? Dr. 
Milton Cruse of Chicago seconds the 
motion. The addition of this paragraph 
to Article III, Section 26, enables the 
official family to create better commit- 
tees so they will function better. Is 
there a debate? 


Dr. Murray M. HoFrrMan (Chicago): 
Would it be possible for the Resolu- 
tions Committee to define the para- 
graph which reads, “If a member shows 
lack of interest and unwillingness to 
cooperate with the activities of the 
committee, it shall be the prerogative 
of the president to ask for his resigna- 
tion.” 

















Dr. STARSHAK: Yes, I’ll do it to the 
best of my ability. If a man does not 
attend his committee meetings, does 
not show any willingness to work and 
cooperate, why should we carry dead 
timber. We need active committees to 
carry on the function... 


Dr. HorrMan: Might I suggest then 
that the wording be so stated, unwill- 
ingness to attend official meetings of 
the committee. It sounds very ambigu- 
ous the way it stands right now. 


Dr. STARSHAK: Do you want to amend 
the resolution to add those words? 


Dr. HoFFMAN: Delete the words, “co- 
operate with the activities of the com- 
mittee,” and add instead, “attend offi- 
cial meetings of the committee.” 


Dr. STARSHAK: There is an amend- 
ment to the motion to delete the 
words, “to cooperate with the activi- 
ties of the committee,” and to substi- 
tute, “to attend official meetings of 
the committee.”

Dr. STARSHAK: At this time I would 
like to announce that we are all set up 
for any type of voting that you want. 
We have a floor mike if you want to 
speak from the floor, and speak only 
for three minutes; we certainly would 
appreciate it. 

At this particular time, it’s a great 
pleasure for me to introduce our very 
able attorney, Mr. Winnjng, who will 
give this body the type of information 
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he gave to our Executive Council in 
guiding us in our deliberations. 
May I present Mr. Winning. 


Mr. Montcomery S. WINNING (Spring- 
field): I think we lawyers could take a 
leaf from the book of the Dental So- 
ciety in the handling of a meeting. I’ll 
let you in on a little secret. Dr. Star- 
shak expressed a little concern about 
presiding over the meeting. Well, I 
think maybe I ought to take lessons 
from him. The way he handles the 
meeting, I don’t see how it could be 
improved upon. 

In the last couple of days I’ve had 
the pleasure of talking with several 
dentists who are attending the dental 
convention, and they have all ex- 


pressed a lot of pleasure at the type of 
convention that you’ve had, both from 
the standpoint of entertainment and 
the instruction. 

We certainly are glad to have you in 
Springfield, and I think your officers 
are entitled to be congratulated upon 


putting on a convention of this kind, 
and particularly your local commit- 
tees. We just had our State Bar Con- 
vention in Springfield a short time ago, 
the first part of this month, and I will 
say that a local committee can make or 
break a convention. Our local com- 
mittee (I didn’t happen to be on it) 
did a wonderful job, and apparently 
your local committees have likewise 
done a wonderful job. 

Now, regarding the subject matter 
about which Dr. Starshak wants me to 
speak, it involves a legal question that 
was presented to me several months ago 
by the officers of your Society. It seems 
that you had some question arise with 
respect to the right of a member to 
vote by proxy, and they came to me 
and said we just want to know what 
the law is with respect to that ques- 
tion. 

To start with, I examined the Not- 
For-Profit Corporation Act, knowing 
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that your Society has been incorpor- 
ated, and I ran into the provision of 
Section XV of that Act; my first im- 
pression was that the question was 
settled, and that members were en- 
titled to vote by proxy. But, in making 
a little more thorough investigation of 
the subject, I examined the provisions 
of that Act, and it said that it would 
be applicable to Not-For-Profit Cor- 
porations organized under the Act of 
1872 and to such other Not-For-Profit 
Corporations as might adopt its pro- 
visions. 

That was a red flag, and I had a 
young man in our office go over to 
the Secretary of State’s Office to find 
out when your Society was organized. 
I found out that it was organized in 
1871, so it didn’t automatically come 
under the provisions of the present 
Not-For-Profit Act. Then I had the 
records of the Secretary of State’s Office 
examined to find out whether this So- 
ciety had elected to come under the 
provisions of this Act; I found nothing 
in those records to indicate that it had. 

It was necessary then to examine the 
statute of this State under which this 
Society was organized, and I had to go 
back to the compiled Statutes of 1868 
to find it. 

The Statute is more or less sketchy, 
and it doesn’t contain many of the pro- 
visions that we have in the present 
Act; in a good many respects it is out- 
moded, but there was nothing in that 
Act to indicate that a member could 
vote by proxy. 

With respect to corporations of this 
kind (at common law), societies—not- 
for-profit corporations—were not per- 
mitted to vote by proxy. That was the 
rule of common law, and we had a case 
in this State, with respect to a corpor- 
ation of this kind, in which the ques- 
tion was raised as to whether the So- 
ciety could authorize the voting by 
proxy; the Court finally held, although 
there were some cases to the contrary, 

















that a corporation could authorize the 
voting by proxy. 

The cases also indicated, however, 
that unless there is a specific authori- 
zation to vote by proxy, since the 
Statute didn’t provide for it, that there 
was no right to vote by proxy in a cor- 
poration of this kind. We find in Rob- 
ert’s Rules of Order a discussion of the 
voting by proxy, in which it indicates 
in a good many ways it is not desir- 
able for a membership corporation to 
vote by proxy. The Statute now pro- 
vides this, however, and if your So- 
ciety was governed by the Statute, it 
wouldn’t make any difference; I think a 
member would be entitled to vote by 
proxy. 

There is one other thing. As I was 
investigating that question, I examined 
the Statute under which this Society 
was organized, and I found in there a 
limitation of the time for which a So- 
ciety might continue to be a corpora- 
tion, and the limitation was twenty 
years. There was a provision in there 
for extending the charter, and so I 
examined the records and found there 
were no records indicating it had been 
extended. As a consequence the logical 
conclusion was, and I came to that 
conclusion, that the time of life of this 
Society as a de jure corporation ex- 
pired in 1891, and as a consequence I 
think the Society has not been a de jure 
corporation since that time. 

De jure means a corporation right, 
absolutely impervious against attack. 

Then the question was, well what do 
we have since 1891? I examined the 
authorities, and in a number of states 
it provides that the corporation ends 
and it becomes a voluntary association. 
But it just happens that the Supreme 
Court of this State has also ruled 
on that question, and our Supreme 
Court says that the corporation con- 
tinues as a de facto corporation, that is 
a corporation in fact. 

The distinction is that the corpora- 





tion may be subject to attack by the 
State in a quo rata proceeding, but in 
the absence of such attack, the corpor- 
ation continues as a corporation just as 
though it were a de jure corporation. 
Nobody can attack it. No member can 
raise the question. It can’t be raised by 
somebody who tries to sue you, or 
somebody that you should try to sue. 
It is just not subject to collateral at- 
tack. Only the State can raise the 
question. 

So far as the present Society is con- 
cerned, you have continued since 1891 
to the present time, as I believe from 
my examination of the authorities, as 
a de facto corporation. The officers are 
subject to no more responsibility than 
they are if it were a de jure corpora- 
tion. Naturally, if they are guilty of 
fraud or illegality, they may be subject 
to suit; likewise, in a de facto corpor- 
ation. But in the absence of something 
of that character, they proceed and op- 
erate as officers of the corporation just 
the same as they did before the expir- 
ation of the time for which the cor- 
poration was organized. 

I’ve discussed this matter with the 
Corporation Department of the Secre- 
tary of State’s Office, and they, as I 
understand it, are not particularly 
concerned about what the corporation 
does. Except for the fact that the State 
might attack it, you can continue as 
you are and function as a corporation 
with exactly the same powers that you 
originally had, and with the same im- 
munities for the officers as you had 
prior to 1891. 

The question arises as to what you 
should do. That’s a question of policy. 
Nobody can anticipate whether the 
State might attack the corporation. I 
don’t believe there is any reason why 
it should. There’s nothing happening 
that the State should be particularly 
interested in to raise the question, but 
in the absence of such, attack there 
isn’t any particular reason why you 
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should reincorporate. There is this 
question that might arise: the officers 
might form a new corporation. But 
after they do, the question would arise 
as to the liquidation of the present So- 
ciety and the turning over of the as- 
sets to the new Society. Since there is 
a Statute under which this corporation 
is organized you probably would have 
to follow the provisions of that Statute 
in order to make the transfer of those 
assets, and it is not a particularly easy 
job to do because it requires a three- 
fourths vote of the members. 


You must have a notice, I think, of 
ten days; you must have a meeting, 
and then you have to vote on it; and 
you must get a three-fourths vote of 
the membership. Now, it doesn’t say of 
the membership present, so you might 
have a difficult practical problem to get 
the job done before you could trans- 
fer the assets from the present Society 
to the new Society. These are problems 
that should be considered if at any 
time you consider the possibility of re- 
incorporating; these problems with 
which you will be confronted should be 
considered in advance so that you'll 
know what you have to do. The organ- 
ization of the Society wouldn’t be so 
difficult, but the question of transfer 
of your assets from one Society to the 
other might be quite important and 
difficult to complete. 


With that comment, I think that 
brings you up to date with respect to 
the subject matter of my investigation 
at the request of the officers of the So- 
ciety. 

It was a very interesting problem to 
me, and it was strictly a legal problem. 
I was just trying to find the right 
answer. I wasn’t trying to find a par- 
ticular answer; I just wanted to find 
out what the law was, and so far as I 
am concerned, that is the best conclu- 
sion I could come to, and I believe it 
is correct. 
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If anyone has any question, I’ll be 
glad to try to answer it. 


Dr. STARSHAK: Thank you, Mr. Win- 
ning. 

Are there any questions? Then we 
shall proceed. 

I thought perhaps you might be in- 
terested to know what the attendance 
was. There were 601 dentists in attend- 
ance and 292 guests, making a total 
of 893. 

I’d like to make another announce- 
ment. The winning of the prizes in the 
Exhibit Hall. On Monday the prize 
was won by Dr. Joseph Zielinski of 
Chicago; Tuesday’s prize was won by 
Dr. C. Eales of Rushville; and today’s 
prize was won by Dr. H. R. Hudson of 
Wood River. 

The next item on the agenda is the 
report of the Resolutions Committee, 
Dr. G. Herbert Fitz reporting. 


Dr. G. HerBert Fitz (Pontiac): Mem- 
bers of the Illinois State Dental Society. 
The Resolutions Committee presents 
the following three resolutions, chang- 
ing the Constitution and Bylaws of the 
Illinois State Dental Society, for action 
at the 1957 Annual Meeting. 


Resolution No. 1: 


Wuereas, the Labor Relations Com- 
mittee has been a special committee 
heretofore, functioning on a yearly 
basis, and 

Wuereas, this Committee has proved 
of great value to the Illinois State 
Dental Society in studying the prob- 
lems and outlining specific methods 
of approach to dental health care 
programs, and 

Wuereas, the Society recognizes a con- 
tinuing need for this Committee in 
the field of dental health care pro- 
grams, 

Now BE IT, THEREFORE, RESOLVED, 

1. That the Committee be hereafter 























known as the Group Dental 
Health Care Plans Committee and 
be organized on a three year rotat- 
ing membership of five or more 
members, and 

2. That the following section be add- 
ed to Article III of the Bylaws of 
the Illinois State Dental Society: 


5 
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Section 27. The Group Dental 
Health Care Plans Committee 
shall consist of five or more mem- 
bers. It shall be the duty of this 
committee to study all group den- 
tal health care programs and to 
cooperate with organizations re- 
questing the establishment of such 
programs in order that the best 
interests of the public and the pro- 
fession of dentistry be served. The 
Chairman shall make an annual 
written report to the Executive 
Council. 


Resolution No. 2:

It shall be the duty of the Vice- 
President to assist the President as 
requested. He shall, in the absence of 
the President or at his request, pre- 
side over all meetings of this Society 
and the Executive Council. He shall 
succeed to the office of the President 
in case of vacancy for any cause and 





shall serve as President for the re- 
mainder of the fiscal year of the 
Society. 


AND BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the 


words, ‘‘the Vice-President,” be de- 
leted from Article V, Section 2, of the 
Bylaws, and that Section 2 shall 
read: 


The President, the President-Elect, 
the Secretary, and the Treasurer shall 
be delegates ex-officio. The remain- 
ing number of delegates and alter- 
nates allotted to the Society shall be 
elected by the Executive Council. 


Resolution No. 3: 


Wuereas, Article III, Section 12, of the 


Bylaws of the Illinois State Dental 
Society does not include the Presi- 
dent-Elect as an official member of 
the Ad Interim Committee, and 


WHEREAS, it is important that the Pres- 


ident-Elect be a member of the Ad 
Interim Committee, in order that he 
may be well informed on all mat- 
ters before his installation as Presi- 
dent, 


BE IT, ‘THEREFORE, RESOLVED, that Art- 


icle I, Section 2, of the Bylaws be 
amended with the addition of the 
words, “and the Ad Interim Commit- 
tee,” and that Section 2 shall read: 


The President-Elect shall be ex- 
officio a member of the Executive 
Council and the Ad Interim Com- 
mittee. It shall be the duty of the 
President-Elect to assist the President 
as requested. He shall succeed to the 
office of President without other elec- 
tion. He shall also be a delegate ex- 
officio to the American Dental Asso- 
ciation. 


AND BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that Art- 


icle III, Section 12, of the Bylaws be

Executive Council and Ad Interim Committee 
Minutes 


MINUTES OF THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 
JANUARY 19, 1956 


The first session of the 1956 Execu- 
tive Council was called to order by 
President Starshak at 9:35 a.m. at the 
Hotel Pere Marquette in Peoria. All 
officers and councilmen were present. 
Dr. Starshak opened the meeting with 
a short prayer for guidance and a few 
welcoming remarks. 

President Starshak asked for recom- 
mendations for the Illinois Dental Ex- 
amining Committee. The names sug- 
gested were: Drs. Hugh D. Burke, Dix- 
on; Charles S. Helm, Rockford; Ozro 
D. Hill, Freeport; Philip J. Kartheiser, 
Aurora; Ben H. Sherrard, Rock Island; 
Raymond E. Worsley, Dixon. 

In discussion of the invitation from 
the Rockford Component to hold the 
1958 Annual Meeting in that city, it 
was suggested that a committee be ap- 
pointed to investigate further the fa- 
cilities of the hotels in Rockford and 
report to the Council in May. 

The following committee was ap- 
pointed: Drs. Clifford F. Isenberger, 
chairman; Harry F. Ciocca; Curt J. 
Gronner; and Paul W. Clopper. 

In discussion of Dr. Gronner’s sug- 
gestion that a tentative budget be pre- 
sented to the Council at each May 
Meeting, Dr. Pollock suggested that the 
Budget Committee meet in December 
to formulate a tentative budget as it 
would be impossible to reach a near 
accurate budget as early as May. He 
suggested that the JoURNAL and the 
Secretary’s offices and each committee 
chairman be asked to submit an esti- 
mate of expenses for the coming year 
and that these requests be turned over 
to the Budget Committee in Decem- 





ber. The Committee could then formu- 
late a tentative budget which would 
be mailed to the Council about the first 
of January for their consideration. 

The Secretary agreed that this would 
be a workable plan and suggested that 
a standardized form could be mailed 
to each officer and committee chairman 
for their requests. It was the consensus 
of the Council that this plan would be 
put in operation in December of 1956, 
for the 1957 budget. 

Dr. Baughman presented a request 
from the Danville District Dental So- 
ciety for financial aid in the prosecu- 
tion of illegal dental practice in that 
area. After lengthy discussion on this 
and possible future requests, it was the 
consensus of the Council that some 
definite policy of distribution of law 
enforcement funds must be decided 
upon before any action could be taken, 
and that a component should not start 
legal proceedings, expecting Illinois 
State Dental Society aid, unless such 
proceedings have received State Society 
sanction. Complaints and evidence of 
illegal practice should first be forward- 
ed to the State Society’s Infraction of 
Laws Committee. 

Motion carried that the Danville So- 
ciety request be referred to the Infrac- 
tion of Laws Committee for investiga- 
tion and for report with recommenda- 
tions to the Council in May. 

Motion carried approving a directive 
to be issued to all component societies 
stating the policy of the Executive 
Council in regard to infraction of laws 
in the future shall be that such cases 
must be directed to the Infraction of 
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Laws Committee for advice; and that 
no component society shall obligate it- 
self in any manner in regard to infrac- 
tion of law cases without clearance 
from the Infraction of Laws Commit- 
tee. 

The Secretary requested a directive 
from the Council as to what publicity 
should be given Mr. Winning’s opin- 
ion and the legality of the Society’s 
incorporation. The Editor was directed 
to incorporate into his report of the 
Executive Council meeting, to be pub- 
lished in the February issue of the ILLt- 
NoIs DENTAL JOURNAL, a chronologi- 
cal report of findings and action tak- 
en in regard to the resolution received 
from the Chicago Dental Society on 
behalf of its West Side Branch (I.D.J., 
February 1956, pages 77-85). 

Motion carried that the Executive 
Council in official session on January 
19, 1956 accept the opinion of Mr. 
Montgomery S. Winning of the firm of 
Giffin, Winning, Lindner and New- 
kirk, Springfield, counsel for the Illi- 
nois State Dental Society, and accept 
the actions taken by the Illinois State 
Dental Society at the Business Session 
on May 11, 1955 as binding. The Illi- 
nois State Dental Society, therefore, is 
without jurisdiction to grant the relief 
requested in the resolution received 
from the Chicago Dental Society on 
behalf of its West Side Branch. 

The following recommendations pre- 
sented by Dr. Zwisler were received and 
discussed: 


1. Remove the dues from the by- 
laws and make it possible to 
change dues at any annual meet- 
ing, following publication of two 
notices in the ILLINOIS DENTAL 
JourNnaL. (Tabled.) 

. Delete “the Vice-President” from 
Article V, Section 2 of the bylaws 
and also the last sentence of Art- 
icle I, Section 3. (Referred to Re- 
solutions Committee.) 


no 
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3. Add an article to the code of 
ethics providing penalty of sus- 
pension or expulsion for unseem- 
ly conduct at meeting. (Tabled.) 

4. Keep pressure on the membership 
to take part in local and state pol- 
itics. If properly exercised, our po- 
litical possibilities are great. Re- 
tain competent public relations 
counsel, one who might represent 
some other non-conflicting client. 
Maintain at all times a channel for 
immediate direct personal con- 
tact with members of the legisla- 
ture. (Referred to the Public Pol- 
icy Committee with direction to 
investigate and explore the advis- 
ability of retaining a public rela- 
tions counsel.) 


Motion carried that the honorarium 
for the 1956 A.D.A. delegates be 
$100.00, to be pro-rated according to 
the number of sessions held and attend- 
ed and that the honorarium for the 
1956 alternates be $40.00, to be pro- 
rated according to the number of ses- 
sions held and attended. 

Motion carried that the expenses to 
the 1956 A.D.A. Meeting for the Presi- 
dent and Secretary be allowed. 

The Secretary was given authority to 
engage a room at an Atlantic City ho- 
te] for a tea, to be held by the Illinois 
State Dental Society during the A.D.A.

Dr. John T. Hatcher, local arrange- 
ments chairman, presented his report 
on the annual meeting arrangements. 
A vote of thanks was extended to Dr.

Correspondence from the Southern 
Illinois District Dental Society and en- 
closures from the Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity at Carbondale, in regard to for- 
mulating plans for the establishment of 
a course in Dental Technology at the 
Vocational Technical Institute of the 
University, were read. 

Dr. Ozburn explained some of the 
background of the proposed course, 
saying that the University has con- 
vinced the dentists in southern Illinois 
they want to set up a good school.

I am still 
not opposed to the assessment, but I am 
opposed to it at this time. A year ago 
we had to fight for a raise in dues. One 
of the reasons we were able to have 
this passed was that this was supposed 
to take care of the situation for the 
time being. I would not be against an 
assessment a year from now because I 
think a year from now we can go back 
to our members and say we find we are 
not receiving enough income to carry 
on our fight against the opposition. I 
have talked to a number of the mem- 
bers the past two days and find they 
feel the same way. I am opposed to this 
assessment now on the score that our 
timing is bad.” 


Motion carried that the matter be 
turned over to the new Finance Com- 
mittee for thorough consideration and 
if they can bring up a sound recom- 
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mendation, statewide publicity be giv- 
en to the condition of the law enforce- 
ment fund and to an assessment. 

Motion carried that hereafter in the 
event of the resignation or inability to 
serve of a delegate or alternate to the 
A.D.A. Annual Meeting, occurring be- 
fore the May meeting of the Executive 
Council, the Committee on Commit- 
tees be directed to present to the Coun- 
cil, from the original list of proposed 
delegates and alternates from the dis- 
trict concerned, replacement delegates 
and alternates to fill the complement.

Ample room in 
the Secretary’s office is available to 
chairmen of committees for use in their 
committee meetings. 

Considerable time has been con- 
sumed the past year regarding the cor- 
porate status of the Society. The offi- 
cers and the Public Policy Committee 
chairman have had numerous confer- 
ences with our attorney. It is his opin- 
ion that we can operate as in the past, 
as a de facto corporation, until chal- 
lenged by the State. As we are operat- 
ing today, we do not come under the 
General Not For Profit Corporation 
Act of Illinois. 

The Secretary has received several 
resolutions from components approv- 
ing the action taken by the Executive 
Council and stating their wish to con- 
tinue as a de facto corporation. In the 
event we continue as of the present, 
proxies are not mandatory. 

There are eighteen members of the 
Illinois State Dental Society to be hon- 
ored in 1956 for having completed fifty 
years of practice. Twelve are from Chi- 
cago and six from the rest of the state. 

Again this year, the Illinois relief 
campaign exceeded the quota set by the 


A.D.A. with 111.6%. There are eleven 
members receiving assistance from the 
relief fund, and all are from the Chi- 
cago area. 

Two district meetings have been 
held so far this year. The Southern Dis- 
trict held a meeting at Belleville, at 
which time Dr. Trendley Dean of the 
A.D.A. staff was honored. The North- 
eastern District had a meeting at St. 
Charles. Another meeting of note was 
the very successful meeting of the Mad- 
ison Component, held at Alton, hon- 
oring Dr. Neil Vedder. All three meet- 
ings were very well attended and 
the scientific sessions were of high cal- 
iber. 

The suggestion of a one day meet- 
ing for component officers and edi- 
tors, referred to this May meeting for 
consideration, will come up under un- 
finished business. Consideration should 
be given to a date, amount of budget 
for such a meeting, and the expense 
each component officer could assume as 
to travel and hotel. The day following 
the annual meeting of the Executive 
Council has been suggested, and a 
questionnaire ‘to all components re- 
questing their attitude on this matter 
has also been suggested. Another ques- 
tion to be considered is whether all of- 
ficers and editors or just the compo- 
nent secretaries and editors should be 
invited to such a meeting. 

There were 400 reservations for the 
seminar received in the Secretary’s of- 
fice as of May 9, 1956. 

The budget resume and membership 
report are before you. We are well 
within the anticipated receipts and 
budget expenditures as of this date. 
The active membership as of May 8, 
1956 stands at 5,174, while the mem- 
bership of May 4, 1955 was 5,080, show- 
ing a gain this year of 94. The delin- 
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quent list of May 4, 1956 was 84, while delinquents in the State Society. 
in May 1955 there were a total of 165 PauL W. CLOPPER

Editor's Report 


This report is a supplement to the ing in Peoria; there are only a few 
one given at the January Council Meet- minor additions to be made. 
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Since then, the JoURNAL has pur- 
chased its yearly supply of paper. Also, 
the “Dentist-Laboratory Chats” page, 
which had a temporary slump, is being 
resurrected. The first article will ap- 
pear in the May issue, and we hope 
these will appear again periodically as 
a joint venture of the Prosthetic Dental 
Service Committee and the Illinois 
Dental Laboratory Association. The 
‘work of the Joint Policy Committee, 
toward an accreditation program for 
the laboratories and the technicians 
and an educational program, should 
make good subject matter for future 
pages. 

The component society section of 
the JouRNAL has fallen off a little in 
volume, but the quality of the reports 
has been excellent. The councilmen 
and officers could help here by using 
their influence to have good compon- 
ent editors appointed who will func- 
tion each month. We urge the officers 
and councilmen to send us news items 
from their parts of the state. 

It is with extreme regret that I am 
resigning the position as editor, after 
more than thirteen years. Back in De- 
cember 1942 when the job was in- 
herited from Harold Hillenbrand, it 
was with the mental reservation that it 
would be for two or three years, if I 
wasn’t fired before then. Of the pre- 
vious editors, Dr. Clemmer held the 
job for about seven years, Dr. Oppice 
about three years, and Dr. Hillenbrand 
about eighteen months. That the pres- 
ent editor lasted so long proves only 
two things: 1. That the Council and 
members of the Illinois State Dental 
Society are extremely tolerant. 2. That 
the incumbent editor is a little “nuts.” 

There are several reasons for my 
resignation: First, I have been editor 
too long and have imposed my particu- 
lar brand of poor, phonetic spelling on 
the State Society for too many years. 
Second, the longer a job like this is 
held, the more serious it becomes and 


the greater its duties. Third, in the last 
several years my teaching responsibili- 
ties have also become considerably 
heavier. Fourth, there are several other 
important personal reasons having to 
do with paying more attention to my 
practice, making a living, seeing the 
members of my family more often, and 
taking a little more vacation. 

There are many reasons why I hate 
even the idea of giving up the Jour- 
NAL; I have enjoyed every minute of 
the editorship, and I have especially 
appreciated the many close friends in 
dentistry I have made through the edi- 
torship. 

To many men the ILLINoIs DENTAL 
JouRNAL is probably a routine piece of 
office mail that comes on some date or 
other each month—or is it every other 
month? But it is more than this to the 
editor. It is at the same time both a 
horrible nightmare and a_ beautiful 
dreamchild. Twelve times a year the 
tenth of the month rolls around in- 
exorably like death and taxes; this is 
the monthly deadline, with sixty-four 
pages to fill. But also twelve times a 
year you get a beautiful new-born 
JourNAL; how will the cover colors 
look, how will the articles read, did the 
printer get all of the final corrections 
on page proofs, etc.? 

There are a number of problems re- 
lated to the JourNAL and, therefore, 
tied up generally with the operation of 
the entire State Society, that should be 
mentioned here. They are stated, for 
what they are worth, from the warped 
viewpoint of an editor. Some of them 
have been derived from comparison of 
Illinois with other state dental socie- 
ties. 

Illinois is the second largest of the 
state societies. It is also probably the 
second richest in natural resources, 
that is members who are making a good 
and lucrative living from dentistry— 
members who can well afford to plow 
something back into the dental society

for their own future good. But quite 
a number of other state societies have 
higher dues than Illinois; by guess we 
would say ten to fifteen other societies. 

This probably means that these other 
societies have a larger reserve than we 
do and that they also have more cur- 
rent money to work with than we do; 
it does not follow that these societies 
are prolific with membership money, 
but it does mean that they are ready for 
any emergency that might come along, 
and also prepared and able to expand 
as necessary. Some of these societies 
even own their own headquarters 
buildings and many have developed 
their journals from nothing to some- 
thing quite fine. 

Just for a minute let’s come back to 
the Illinois State Dental Society and fit 
it into this picture. Our dues were 
$10.00 for many years; in 1955 they 
were raised to $15.00. But Illinois was 
already in a hole, and although no one 
seemed to recognize it, they had been 
for several years. It would seem now 
that our $5.00 raise should have been 
voted in several years ago, and that 
right now we should be planning for an 
additional raise. 

The JourNav has an extremely com- 
petent career journalist in Miss Joan 
Ackermann who has been with us over 
three years. She has an A.B. degree in 
journalism, graduated magna cum 
laude, and has taken postgraduate 
work at Northwestern at night ever 
since. Because of these things she is 
even more valuable to the Society than 
when she was hired. In January 1955 
her pay was raised from $300.00 a 
month to $325.00; in January 1956 it 
was raised to $350.00 where it stands 
now, $4,200.00 a year. Each time her 
salary was raised there was some ques- 
tion as to whether it could or should be 
raised, even though it was not compar- 
able for similar positions in the field of 
journalism. The point was, at least in 
part, a question of whether or not the 
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State Society could afford this type of 
good help. 

In thirteen years the JOURNAL has 
had five editoral assistants; the last girl, 
like Miss Ackermann, was a career 
journalist and she was lost partly due 
to finances and partly because she 
thought there was no future for her in 
the State Society. When a girl has been 
with the JoURNAL about two years she 
just commences to be valuable to the 
editor and to the State Society; she 
knows the terminology, the key people 
in the state, the broad policy, the spe- 
cial angles to dental advertising, etc. 

In 1955 the editor said that he would 
not be willing to continue as editor if 
the services of the assistant, Miss Ack- 
ermann, were lost; so she received that 
and the subsequent raise. 

In the past several years production 
costs on the JoURNAL have mounted 
gradually, and presumably they will 
continue to mount; this must also be 
true in the central office in Peoria. This 
year we had a raise in paper price; this 
is a general raise in the industry and 
not peculiar to our own JOURNAL. It 
is a question as to whether or not the 
State Society, could afford this raise, 
but they had to pay it. 

Possibly the central office, newly en- 
larged, should have been expanded be- 
fore now; possibly this office could use 
more help than it has now; these things 
are only a matter of conjecture on my 
part. 

Last and not least important, but 
most important, the illegal laboratory 
situation is by no means washed up by 
one court victory in Chicago. Most 
officials of the State Society and the 
Chicago Dental Society feel that there 
is much more work to be done here 
and that it could be quite expensive. 

In our estimation this all adds up 
to one obvious thing: The State Society 
needs more revenue annually if it is to 
continue to exist in its present form, 
even without needed expansion. 











The report of a study of the finances 
of the Illinois State Dental Society, 
especially in regard to needs, might 
clarify and simplify the matter; also, 
that segment of the membership seem- 
ingly opposed to such things as raising 
the dues might be less opposed if they 
knew that a need existed and that the 
Society had definite plans for the fu- 
ture. Therefore, the following recom- 
mendations are made. 


1. A committee should be appointed 
to study the financial picture of our so- 
ciety with relation to several things: 
(a) Our present needs. (b) Our needs 
for both the near and far future. (c) 
What other state societies are doing in 
the matter of dues, finances, and paid 
employees. (d) What we could do to 
raise funds from increased dues, in- 


creased rates for JOURNAL advertising, 
increased commercial exhibition space 
and/or charges for the space at the An- 
nual Meeting, and any other means. 

2. The Journat has an extremely 
competent person on its payroll now in 
Miss Joan Ackermann. Her career is 
journalism, and the State Society 
should do everything in its power to 
keep her with the JouRNAL; she should 
be assured that there is a future for her 
in the Illinois State Dental Society, and 
that the financial part of the picture 
will be on par with the financial pic- 
ture in other comparable fields of 
journalism. 

3. The position of editor should be 
considered, particularly with a view to 
raising the salary.

PUBLIC POLICY COMMITTEE 


In the January report of this Com- 
mittee on the matter of amending the 


Dental Practice Act, we recommended 
nothing definite because we were wait- 
ing for the Illinois Supreme Court de- 
cision. In March, the Supreme Court 
ruled—and ruled on all points—favor- 
able to the dental profession. From the 
date the decision was rendered we 
started making contacts with men who 
are well informed in the dental profes- 
sion and also with the leading lawyer 
who worked on this case. Everyone tells 
us that since our Dental Practice Act 
has been upheld by the Supreme Court, 
and since we have enemies who desire 
to weaken our law, it would be a mis- 
take for the dental profession of IlIli- 
nois to institute in the 1957 session of 
the legislature any bill to amend the 
Dental Practice Act. This Committee, 
therefore, recommends that the Illinois 
State Dental Society do not institute 
any legislation to change our law dur- 
ing that session. 

Our enemies 
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rade an _ appeal 


through their lawyers for a re-hearing 
on this case. In May, the Supreme 
Court will rule whether this hearing 
will be allowed. If the re-hearing is 
denied the case can be taken to the 
U. S. Supreme Court. If we get an un- 
favorable decision, which we do not 
expect, in the Illinois Court or the 
United States Court, dentistry in IIli- 
nois may have to take a different action 
than the one we recommend. 

We again ask that the State Society 
do all it can to prosecute vigorously 
all violators of the Dental Practice Act. 

The other matter in dental legisla- 
tion that has not been concluded is that 
which pertains to Blue Shield legisla- 
tion. On March 24 a large representa- 
tion from the Illinois State Medical 
and Dental societies met in Chicago 
and discussed this matter. A smaller 
committee has been appointed repre- 
senting the Dental Society, and these 
men will meet with a small committee 
of the Medical Society. I wish to con- 
gratulate and thank Drs. Baughman, 





Thompson, and Boothe for the fine 
work they did in their attempt to bring 
this matter to a conclusion. 


Other action this Committee has 
taken at the present is this: In certain 
parts of the United States there have 
been instituted group dental health 
care programs. In the mind of the aver- 
age dentist, these programs are associ- 
ated with set-ups where labor unions 
provide dental care for their members 
and for families of the members. Since 


it is possible that such programs will 
be spreading into the State of Illinois, 
this Committee must be informed of 
the needs for legislation along these 
lines. The Committee, as of this mo- 
ment, has received material from the 
A.D.A. and is studying it. 


Recommendation: The Illinois State 
Dental Society do not institute any 
legislation to change the Dental 
Practice Act at this time.

PUBLIC WELFARE COMMITTEE 


On December 15, 1955 a fee schedule 
was sent to Mr. Garrett Keaster, execu- 
tive secretary of the Illinois Public Aid 
Commission, for approval.

January and your Chairman was also 
given authority to negotiate to bring 
this matter to a satisfactory conclusion.

At this date, 
we have received no reply from him. 
The Committee had hoped this 
could be settled in time for our State 
Meeting in Springfield, but it seems 
that we must wait their bidding.

SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT 


In an effort to further our efforts and 
receive a definite answer on a fee in- 
crease on Illinois Public Aid Com- 
mission work, the Chairman of the 
Committee was present at a conference 
with Mr. Morton Hollingsworth, the 
Governor’s representative on the IIli- 
nois Public Aid Commission and Mr.

At this 
time, the proposed fee schedule was dis- 
cussed with Mr. Harold G. Baker, the 
chairman, Mr. Garrett Keaster, Miss 
Leslie Freeman, Mrs. Mildred Smith, 
and Mr. Goldsmith, of the Illinois Pub- 
lic Aid Commission. All present seemed 
to be in agreement; the fee schedule 
was reasonable, except fees for x-rays, 
and the medical sub-committee said 
that they would recommend favorable 
action to the Illinois Public Aid Com- 
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mission on the proposed schedule. 
However, they were very definite that 
this change will not come until July 
1, 1957. 

At this writing we can definitely say 
that the first hurdle has been overcome, 
but there are still two to go; these are 
the Illinois Public Aid Commission 
meeting June 8, 1956 which must grant 
approval, and the second hurdle is the 


meeting of the Budgetary Committee 
of the Legislature which will meet in 
the early part of 1957. 

The only recommendation the 
Chairman can make at this time is to 
wait and see what takes place. Many 
times in the past we have gone this 
far only to have our request denied 
by higher committee.

COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE ACCIDENT AND HEALTH 
INSURANCE FOR FEMALE EMPLOYEES 


After a thorough investigation of ac- 
cident and health insurance for our 
female employees, and after conferences 
with an insurance counselor, the Com- 
mittee is firmly of the opinion that we 
should take out a policy under the 
Workmen’s Compensation and Em- 
ployer’s Liability Act. Workmen’s com- 
pensation covers the obligation im- 
posed on the employer by the Illinois 
Compensation Law. Employer’s Lia- 
bility covers the legal obligation of the 
employer to pay damages because of 
injury sustained by an employee, ex- 
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clusive of liability under Workmen’s 
Compensation Law. 

The Illinois State Dental Society can 
elect to come under the above lia- 
bility coverage merely by buying a pol- 
icy. By so electing the employee is de- 
prived of his right to sue at common 
law for any injury which comes within 
the scope of the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Law. There is no limit of liability 
set forth in the policy; the company 
simply agrees to pay whatever the Law 
states must be paid. 

Included in every Workmen’s Com- 
pensation policy is Employer’s Lia- 





bility coverage for injuries which do 
not come within the scope of the Com- 
pensation Law. The basic limit for 
this coverage is $25,000, but may be 
increased if desired. The Illinois State 
Dental Society can purchase a policy 
including both Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion and Employer’s Liability coverage 
for an annual premium of $27.20, as- 
suming an annual payroll of $21,500. 
Additional premium for an increased 
payroll would be at the rate of 8¢ per 
$100 payroll. Policies are written for 
either one or three years. If the policy 
is ordered on a three year basis, with 
the premium being paid in one check, 
the cost would be three times the 
yearly premium less $10. 

After conferring with the insurance 
counselor we became firmly convinced 
we should carry such a policy. All paid 
employees must be covered, and will 
be covered, wherever they are working 
in the employment of the Society, eith- 
er in the office or at Society meetings 
outside the office. The rate is very 


low for our particular employment 
category. 

The above policy does not cover 
ordinary sickness and accidents other 
than when serving the Society, or at- 


tributable to the Society. 

The matter of carrying accident and 
health insurance for the female em- 
ployees on a $25 a week policy, with a 
$1,000 accident and dismemberment 
clause would cost $38 per year; for a 
$50 per week coverage it would cost 
$74 per year. Hospitalization and surgi- 
cal benefits on either policy would 
amount to an extra $20 per year for 
$10 daily hospitalization, and $30 per 
year for $15 daily hospitalization. It 
would be quite an additional expense 
for the Society and only operative as 
long as they were employed by the So- 
ciety. At the present, all employees 
carry their own accident and health 
policies. 


Recommendation: The Committee re- 
commends at this time, the purchase 
of the Workmen’s Compensation and 
Employer’s Liability policy for the 
protection of both the employees 
who will be working for the Society, 
and for the protection of the IIli- 
nois State Dental Society.

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COMMITTEE TO STUDY GROUP 


The Committee welcomes the oppor- 
tunity to cooperate with the represen- 
tatives of organized labor and other fra- 
ternal organizations in developing and 
establishing group dental health care 
programs for the members and families 
of such organizations. 

The first prerequisite to the develop- 
ment of such programs is to make 
available to the union membership on- 
ly dental health care of high quality 
and accepted standards. 

This objective can be achieved only 
by limiting the administration of such 
programs to dentists who are active 
members of the Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety, and with component societies 
supervising the programs through duly 
appointed local committees. 

Financial responsibility of each or- 
ganization must be fully determined be- 
fore any negotiation can be undertak- 
en. The cost of dental health surveys 
and of determining the dental health 
needs of the membership (and fam- 
ilies) must be borne by the organiza- 
tions; likewise, the organizations must 
be prepared to finance the cost of any 
pilot or evaluating program. 

The Committee would advocate and 
recommend open panel programs 
whereby many members of the Society 
could participate, thereby giving a pro- 
gram the broadest possible base. How- 
ever, recognizing geographical and oth-

er possible factors, the closed panel 
may be more ideally suited to serve in- 
dividual organizations with high qual- 
ity dental health care. 

The Committee, mindful of the Vet- 
erans Administration program which 
has provided dental health care serv- 
ices on a vast scale, feels that pilot pro- 
grams similarly constituted with par- 
ticipating dentists could be developed 
to study accurately the need for and 
workable approach to the problem. 

The Committee is of the opinion 
that far more study and _ practical 
knowledge must be obtained before the 
consideration of forming a _ dental 
health service corporation be undertak- 
en. Only by making proper surveys of 
dental health needs and desires of the 
union members and studying the op- 
eration of pilot programs can organ- 
ized dentistry glean the information 
necessary for the successful operation 
of more extensive programs. 

The Committee shall remain alert 
to the opportunity of providing ade- 
quate, high quality dentistry on an 
ever broadening scale through the de- 
velopment of group dental health care 
plans for the benefit of union members 
and their dependents and for the pro- 
fessional well-being of the Society’s 
membership at large.

SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT 


On April 24, 1956 the secretary of 
the Joint Policy Committee, Mr. Ed- 
ward Mauter, and I received a letter 
from Dr. Clopper, asking certain ques- 
tions relative to the work, the policies, 
and aims of the Committee. 

To begin with, let us explain the 
formation of the Committee. As stated 
before, the Joint Policy Committee is a 
sub-committee of the Prosthetic Dental 
Service Committee of the State So- 
ciety and the Dentist-Laboratory Re- 
lations Committee of the Laboratory 
Association. Dr. Lloyd Dodd is the 
chairman of the parent committee. The 
Joint Policy Committee, as a sub-com- 
mittee, will make its reports to, be sub- 
servient to, and is under the direction 
of the parent committee. It is composed 
of six men, three dentists and three 
laboratory men. ‘The Committee mem- 
bers are as follows:

The functions, duties, and aspira- 
tions of the Joint Policy Committee 
are to bring about a meeting of the 


minds between the ethical dental 
laboratory craft and the dental profes- 
sion in developing a program for the 
betterment of the dental health of the 
public. More specifically, it is the job 
of this Committee to institute an accre- 
ditation program for the dental labora- 
tory members of the Illinois Dental 
Laboratory Association, and an accred- 
itation and educational program for 
the technicians. 

About two years ago, the Illinois 
State Dental Society, in conjunction 
with the Illinois Dental Laboratory As- 
sociation, began a serious study of den- 
tist-laboratory relations to make an im- 
partial analysis of existing conditions 
and to seek ways and means to protect 
the public, the dental profession, and 
the legal laboratories. 

The dental laboratory industry has 
developed into a sprawling craft made 
up of a vast group of nondescript labor- 
atories: the good and the bad; the 
qualified and the unqualified; the le- 
gal, illegal, and the semi-legal—all des- 
ignated by the same term, dental lab- 
oratory. This condition is not condu- 
cive to the profession’s security or its 
ability to maintain an efficient and 
satisfying health service to the public. 

Since the recent Supreme Court de- 
cision which legally separates the sheep 
from the goats, it behooves the pro 
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fession to work with, protect, and help 
the ethical laboratory in the ethical 
fold. 

A program accrediting laboratories 
and their personnel who qualify, by 
standards set down by the Dental So- 
ciety, will shortly become effective. 
This will serve as a guide to proficiency 
and identify the laboratory whose busi- 
ness is conducted exclusively in the 
professional interest. 

The power to effectuate the program 
must rest with the profession. Since it 
accredits a laboratory and approves its 
personnel, it remains within the prov- 
ince of the profession to remove its 
endorsement upon infraction of its 
rules. 

The profession joins with the Labora- 
tory Association in a common effort to 
protect its mutual interests. We are 
getting complete co-operation from the 
Association in our efforts to set up this 
program. They have as much at stake 
as the profession. Don’t forget that the 
Illinois ethical laboratories are a large 
section of an industry having an an- 
nual income of over two hundred and 
fifty million dollars. They have grown 
up; let us help them attain their pro- 
per position. Let us eliminate fear 
from our minds and expend our en- 
ergies instead to bring control to their 
ranks, so that we may use their services 
to the best advantage. 

The Committee is aware of the diffi- 
culties involved in instituting a success- 
ful program, but we are meeting ap- 
proximately every week. Every mem- 
ber is well informed and with co-oper- 
ation from all parties involved, we can- 
not fail. 

Regarding use of the Illinois State 
Dental Society seal in our letterhead: 
As a joint committee of the Illinois 
State Dental Society and the Illinois 
Dental Laboratory Association, we con- 
ceived the idea that the incorporation 
of the seals of both the Dental Society 
and the Laboratory Association on our 
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letterhead would be a distinctive way 
of showing our dual origin. We hope 
to be associated with this letterhead in 
a way to increase the prestige of both. 
We are aware that the Illinois State 
Dental Society would not condone the 
use of its seal in any project which 
would injure the prestige and present 
status of the Society. Needless to say, 
we do not intend to be guilty of any 
such offense. 

The Committee wishes to point out 
at the onset the accreditation program 
will be self-supporting, once it is under 
way. The optimum number of labora- 
tories in the state which will eventual- 
ly be accredited is estimated to be 
around 200. A conservative estimate 
would be 125 the first year. At an es- 
timated fee of $35 per laboratory, $4,- 
375 would be collected in that period. 
But until the program is under way 
there will be many expenses without 
income; we, therefore, ask the Society 
for a budget allowance of $2,000 the 
first year to put the program in effect. 
This will be paid back out of future 
income. 

The Illinois Dental Laboratory As- 
sociation is not in good financial con- 
dition. The members of the Association 
already pay two to three times the dues 
that the dentist pays to his Society, 
but the laboratory members will pay 
for the program once it is under way. 
In the meantime it is the prerogative 
and the duty of the profession to fi- 
nance it and control it. 

It was brought out in the letter from 
Dr. Clopper that it would cost at least 
$300 to send a newsletter to all den- 
tists and laboratories and _ interested 
persons, and we hope to send out sev- 
eral—not more than six letters—the 
first year. The Council may well in- 
quire, “Why this large outlay for pub- 
licity purpose?” A study of other 
accreditation programs which have 
failed will answer this question. 
Perhaps the contrast in two states, 











California and Missouri, will serve 
to explain. In California the’ pro- 
gram is active and has developed into 
a sound and profitable dentist-labora- 
tory relation. In Missouri the program 
remains dormant. California has pro- 
fessional interest, support, and activity; 
Missouri lacks these essential requi- 
sites. 

The Missouri Laboratory Association 
has the means at its command to clean 
up its craft and to develop a protective 
and close working arrangement with 
the profession. But because of the lack 
of professional interest and in spite of 
the laboratory group’s desire and eager- 
ness to activate it, accreditation re- 
mains a lifeless thing and as in other 
states it will probably wither and die. 

Specifically, when a laboratory’s in- 
dividual dentist account knows noth- 
ing about accreditation, or knowing 
about it, is disinterested because he 
feels it is “something for the labora- 
tories,” the laboratory begins to won- 
der why he should knock himself out 
trying to acquaint his dentist with 
what the program means to his pro- 
fession. As long as the profession 
doesn’t care, why bother. So, for the in- 
dividual laboratory, the program has 
no value. And because the same is true 
with other members of his association it 
remains inactive. 

Accreditation will be successful in II- 
linois: 


If its first and immediate appeal to the 
laboratory craft is market protection. 
If it carries the assurance that to quali- 


fy is worth the effort, because the 
profession is interested and a part 
of the program too. 

If it interests the individual as a sound 
business proposition rather than a 
device to control his activities. 

If it expresses a degree of professional 
confidence in his ability to join a 
program which has for its objective 
the solution of a common problem. 

If it is certain to identify him as some- 
thing apart from the “mess” of things 
we call dental laboratories. 

If the program is not weighted down 
with restrictions which merely pro- 
fess a professional mistrust. The busi- 
ness relation between the dentist 
and his laboratory is an intimate one. 
It has developed around confidence 
and the laboratory’s knowledge of 
the needs and desires of his custom- 
ers. 

And finally, an accreditation program 
will be successful in our state only if 
and when it is realized that the bur- 
den and responsibility for its success 
is on the profession. 


The Council will receive the min- 
utes of all future meetings of the Joint 
Policy Committee, and if minutes of 
previous meetings are desired, they 
may be obtained by request. After all 
details of the program have been de- 
veloped, the Joint Policy Committee 
will present it to our parent commit- 
tee which, in turn, will present it to 
the Executive Council for approval.

ILLEGAL LAB SUITS AWAIT U.S. 
SUPREME COURT DECISION 


Dr. Frank J. Fehrenbacher of Joliet, 
chairman of the Infraction of Laws 
Committee, reports that the injunction 
suit brought by the Danville Compo- 
nent Society against an advertising den- 
tal laboratory technician, Samuel Spou- 
nias, will be decided by the outcome 
of the U. S. Supreme Court decision. 
All parties concerned have agreed that 
their cases will be determined by the 


outcome of a petition (before this 
court) to review the action of the [lli- 
nois Supreme Court in the injunction 
suit of the Chicago Dental Society 
against some twenty illegal dental lab- 
oratory owners and technicians. 

If the Supreme Court of the U. S. 
refuses to review the action of the IIli- 
nois Court, then the Danville case 
automatically will result in the grant- 
ing of a permanent injunction as 
sought by the dentists of that area. 
The injunction granted to the C.D.S. 
by the Illinois Supreme Court will 
then also become effective; this means 
the illegal operators in the Chicago 
area will be subject to further penal- 
ties than previously administered if 
they continue their violations of the 
Illinois Dental Practice Act. 

Action of this type takes a long time 
and costs a tremendous amount of 
money, but in the long run will prove 
more effective than criminal action. A 
permanent injunction will follow an 
illegal operator anywhere in the State 
of Illinois, regardless of what name he 
may use or what subterfuges he may 
employ. 

When this occurs, it will be a direct 
result of the efforts of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society and Danville District Dental 
Society, which instituted the suits 
against the illegal laboratory operators 
and technicians. 


FACULTY AND ALUMNI TO HONOR 
DEAN BARALT ON JULY 18 


In recognition of his outstanding 
service, the faculty and Alumni Asso- 
ciation of Loyola University School of 
Dentistry (Chicago College of Dental 
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Surgery) will sponsor a farewell dinner 
in honor of Dean A. Raymond Baralt, 
Jr. in the Florentine Room of the Con- 
gress Hotel on Wednesday, July 18, at 
6:30 p.m. 

Dr. Baralt is retiring after six years 
as dean of the Dental School. He will 
go to Puerto Rico, where his father is a 
prominent dentist, and establish a new 
dental school for the University of 
Puerto Rico; he will also be the first 
dean of this new school.

A.D.A. ASKS SUSPENSION 
OF F.T.C. RULES 


The American Dental Association 
has formally called on the Federal 
Trade Commission to suspend at once 
its “Trade Practice Rules for the Com- 
mercial Dental Laboratory Industry.” 
This code was issued last November by 
the F.T.C. at the request of the labora- 
tory representatives. 


The A.D.A. request was made in ac- 
cordance with a resolution adopted by 
the Board of Trustees at its April meet- 
ing. The Board directed the Council 
on Dental Trade and Laboratory Rela- 
tions to seek amendments to the code. 
In a letter to the F.T.C., Dr. Walter E. 
Dundon of Chicago, chairman of the 
Council on Dental Trade and Labora- 
tory Relations, asked that a formal 
hearing be held at which the Associa- 
tion could present its views in detail. 

The A.D.A. seeks immediate amend- 
ment of the F.T.C. Rules to show “that 
the responsibility for the design, ap- 
pearance, comfort, occlusion or fit of a 
prosthetic or orthodontic dental appli- 
ance rests with members of the dental 
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profession and not with the dental 
laboratory craft.” 

On direction of its trustees, the 
A.D.A. also disapproves the proposed 
certification of dental laboratories and 
dental laboratory technicians by the 
National Association of Dental Labora- 
tories on the ground that the dental 
profession cannot yield its right to es- 
tablish standards for the training of all 
of its auxiliaries. The Board is on rec- 
ord as opposing the establishment of 
any program for certification of dental 
laboratories and/or technicians other 
than those sponsored by the A.D.A. 

Dr. Dundon has said that if the 
Rules could not be amended, the 
A.D.A. would petition for their revoca- 
tion. As they stand now, Dr. Dundon 
told the F.T.C., ““The Trade Practice 
Rules do not accurately describe the 
legitimate functions of dental labora- 
tories or the proper relation between 
the dentist and the commercial labora- 
tory.” 

In calling for an amendment of the 
Rules, he noted that “the functions 
performed by dental laboratories and 
the relations between the dentist and 
the commercial laboratory have been 
determined by many years of practice- 
experience and have been crystallized 
by the dental practice acts of the sever- 
al states.” 

Dr. Dundon said that the Association 
also is asking that a provision be added 
to the F.T.C. code which would pro- 
hibit the solicitation of the public by 
dental laboratories.

The A.D.A. Council on Dental 
Therapeutics has classified Thermo- 
dent toothpaste in Group D (unaccep- 
table), “because of lack of objective 
evidence to support the therapeutic 
claims for the product.” 

Group D consists of products which 
are unacceptable because of their dem- 
onstrated inability to meet the stand- 
ards outlined in the Council’s Provi- 
sions for Acceptance. A report on the 
product appears in the June issue of 
The Journal of the American Dental 
Association. 


INTERNATIONAL DENTAL SOCIETY 
SEEKS NEW MEMBERS IN U.S.

SENATE APPROVES BOOST 
IN DENTAL GRANT 


On June 5 the U. S. Senate unani- 
mously approved a bill containing an 
appropriation of $6,026,000 for dental 
health activities of the U.S. Public 
Health Service, including $3,855,000 
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for research grants. This was the full 
amount requested by the American 
Dental Association. 

Earlier, on March 5, the House of 
Representatives had voted an appro- 
priation of $3,471,000 for dental health 
activities. The difference between the 
House and Senate appropriations in 
the two bills will now be adjusted by a 
conference committee of members of 
both houses of Congress. 

The dental research grants are incor- 
porated in the budget (H.R. 9720) of 





the Department of Health, Education, 
and Welfare for the new fiscal year, be- 
ginning July 1.

On June 27 the entire appropriation 
of $6,026,000 was approved by Con- 
gress. 

This appropriation is more than 
double the $2,971,000 recommended 
for fiscal 1957 by the U.S. Bureau of 
the Budget and nearly three times as 
large as the 1956 appropriation of 
$2,214,000.
